Dear Senator, 


I am a resident of Clearwater in Florida and an ex-Scientologist. 
IT am the father of three grown sons whom I intreduced to the soa- 
called Church of Scientology, and who are now mentally and 
emotionally trapped within the Church, in spite of my best 
efforts to get them out. Also, IT have been defrauded of several 
million dollars by the Church, and I seek restitution. 


You may know that the Church maintains headquarters in the city 
of Clearwater and defrauds Scientologists world-wide of about a 
half a billion dollars annually. 


During the past thirty-five years millions of Scientologists have 
been deceived, abused, defrauded and enslaved by this criminal 
organization, losing their families, their friends, their freedom 
and their money. 


In fact this is not a church, nor is Scientology a religion. It 
1s a Giant, world-wide scam with the sole purpose of accumulating 
power and wealth for a smali elite at the top. It infiitrates 
numerous government offices at all levels and already wields an 
awesome power over much of the world. {Quite probably one of 
your staff 1s secretly a member of the Church of Scientology and 
regularly reports to their Office of Special Affairs.) The basic 
purpose of L. Ron Hubbard, the criminally insane founder, is - 
revealed by just one affirmation found among his secret writings, 
"All mankind shall grovel at my feet and not know why." 


Those who try to recover damages have little or no hope of 
prevailing against this wealthy and powerful organization which 
uses the law and the courts to attack and harass its enemies and 
te delay and obstruct justice without mercy or scruple.

This satanic cult has initiated hundreds of legal actions, often 
without legal merit and for the sole purpose of harassment and 
intimidation. Adversaries of the Church, whether defendants or 
plaintiffs, are at great disadvantage. The Church attacks and 
intimidates attorneys, judges and witnesses with harassment, 
blackmail and bribery. It employs every dirty trick, including 
fabrication of evidence and charges to incarcerate its enemies in 
prison or mental hospital, goading to suicide, arranging fatal 
‘Naccidents", threatening harm to family or friends, anything to 
destroy or discredit its critics or to delay or impede justice 
and swell the legal expenses of its adversaries. 


Assuming that the defrauded ex-Scientologist survives the attacks

Although the Bureau records contain repeated 
disclaimers that it has never conducted an investigation of 
the Church, the Bureau retains hundreds of files consisting 
of thousands of pages on the Church under such investigatory 
captions as "domestic security," "espionage," “extortion” and

been indicted, let alone convicted, of a single violation of 
federal law.

Such information seriously impairs and impedes the 
Church's mission to propagate the religion of Scientology 
through the world and subjects the Church, its leaders and 
parishioners to adverse governmental action based solely on 
their religious beliefs and affiliation. The Church is 
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entitled to the same neutral and objective treatment as other 
bona fide religions based on the First Amendment of the 
United States Constitution. 


The Bureau's files also include voluminous information 
relating to the criminal proceedings of eleven individuals 
who had been staff in one small section of the Church of 
Scientology, called the Guardian's Office. While the 
Guardian's Office was originally established in 1966 and was 
responsible for the handling of external affairs, a handful 
of people in the Guardian's Office went adrift and became 
involved in actions which were directly contrary to the 
policies of the Church. These former staff members took it 

“- -- . ‘upon themselves to misinterpret. and secretively defy the 
Church's strict rules regarding obeying the law. 


The actions for which these eleven individuals were 
prosecuted and convicted were neither endorsed nor ratified 
by the Church, nor are they representative of the Church's 
religious beliefs. All eleven individuals were removed by 
Church leaders from their respective positions and prohibited 
from ever again serving on Church staff. 


Indeed, the chief prosecutor in these criminal 
proceedings, Assistant United States Attorney bo - 4 
declared in sworn testimony given in January at he ha bic - 4 
no doubt "that the majority of the members of the Church of 
Scientology had no idea that the leadership of the Guardian's 
Office was doing what it was doing..." (TAB B) 


Although the FBI's maintenance of such records may be 

integral to its law enforcement purposes, the dissemination 
of such records in response to general inquiries about the 

Church is not. The provision of these records in response to 
such inquiries inappropriately suggests that the actions of 
the individuals convicted were endorsed or ratified by the 
Church and are representative of the Church's religious 
beliefs. Such implications are grossly unfair, denigrate the 
religion of Scientology, and taint the thousands of adherents 
who practice the religion worldwide. The Bureau's files 
regarding these eleven individuals should be extracted from 
any files regarding the Church and filed only by the names of 
the individuals involved. 


In an effort to correct the false reports and 
impressions which have been created through documents such as 
those contained in the Bureau's files, the ministers of the 
Church of Scientology issued a booklet entitled "Can We Ever 
Be Friends?" which provides a concise and comprehensive 
overview of the work of the Church of Scientology and its 
members to improve life in a troubled world. (TAB C) 
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Since the 1950s the FBI has accumulated over 52,000 
pages of documents regarding the Scientology religion and its 
Founder, L. Ron Hubbard. Also during that time period 
between 450 and 475 case files were opened. Dissemination of 
incorrect and and unverified information has been sent to at 
least 15 countries around the world by various FBI Legal 
Attaches. This same incorrect information was also given 
to other United States agencies (e.g. Department of Army, 
Department of Air Force, Department of State) who then 
disseminated the information both within the continental 
borders and to an untold number of foreign posts and foreign 
agencies. 


It is my hope that a meeting to discuss these concerns 
could provide the framework for instituting constructive 
measures to begin the review of the thousands of documents 
maintained by the Bureau toward the goal of expunging all 
incorrect information regarding the Church of Scientology 
that is currently in your files.

This is in response to your letter addressed to 
Director William S. Sessions dated July 12, 1990. Because your 
letter principally concerns the maintenance and dissemination of 
information by the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), as well 
as the fact that there is pending litigation involving the FBI 
and Church of Scientology, it has been referred to my office for 
response. 


Initially, I would like to advise you that as your 
letter raised numerous concerns involving FBI operations and 
policy, a thorough examination requiring a significant amount of 
time and effort by agency personnel was required. Such a review 
by the FBI necessitated a delay in responding until now. I am 
sure you appreciate the FBI's desire to be as responsive to your 
inquiry as possible. You can he assured that the concerns 
addressed in your letter were thoroughly evaluated prior to this 
response. 


As correctly stated in your letter, the FBI is tasked 
by Federal law and regulation to investigate violations of 
Federal law. In carrying out this responsibility, the FBI has a 
broad mandate, yet is alse governed in certain areas hy. specific 
law and regulations. In the area of record collection, 
maintenance and dissemination, which seems to be. a& significant 
concern of the Church of Scientology, the FBI is -taquired by 
statute and regulations to document agency operatians, soélicy, 
activities and transactions, and to maintain records acquired ,.or 
-¢reated in the course of conducting "4 Fa eg- 4 
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This includes maintenance of correspondence which can often 
encompass a complaint of criminal activity, substantiated 

or unsubstantiated by facts, borne out or not borne out by 
subsequent investigation. Unsolicited correspondence received by 
the FBI often contains the personal opinion, impressions or 
interpretations of the facts by the writer.

There are no provisions in the PA that 
prevent the maintenance of information concerning an 
organization. 


Additionally, you should be aware that the disposal of 
agency records is also governed by specific laws and regulations. 
Prior to any expunction or destruction of records, the FBI must 
consult and receive the approval of the National Archives and 
Records Administration (NARA) in accordance with Title 44, 
U.S.C., Section 3106, 3303 et seq. Agency records deemed to have 
sufficient administrative, legal, research or other value 
generally are not authorized for destruction, and are transferred 
to NARA for retention and preservation. This is so even when the 
originating agency no longer has a need for such records. The 
Archivist of the United States has issued regulations for the 
disposition of Federal records, and Federal agencies are required 
to develop and implement record destruction plans in conformance 
with the Archivist's published regulations. Accordingly, the FBI 
is governed by and must strictly adhere to regulations and plans 
for the disposal of all agency records. 


The FBI makes every effort to collect and maintain 
records in compliance with all applicable laws and regulations. 
Such laws and regulations strike a balance between the rights of 
individuais and the investigatory responsibilities of Federal law 
enforcement agencies. As you have correctly recounted in your 
letter, members of the Church of Scientology have been the 
subjects of Federal criminal investigation and prosecution. 
Consequently, information pertaining to certain members of the 
Church, as well as the Church of Scientology itself, has been 
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legally maintained and has been the subject of appropriate and 
permissible inter-agency disseminations and disclosure in 
accordance with the FOIA. 


Finally, it should be noted that in response to FOIA 
requests concerning the Church of Scientology, the FBI discloses, 
in addition to other responsive records, a compilation of 
materials provided by the Church concerning its activities.

It is hoped that this response satisfies your inquiry.

This ils in response to your letter addressed to 
Director William S&S. Sessions dated December 18, 1991. Because 
your letter concerns the maintenance and dissemination of 
information by the Federal Bureau of Investigation {FBI} and the 
actions of the Freedom of Information - Privacy Acts (FOIPA) 
Section which is part of the Information Management Division 
(IMD), it was referred to my office for response. 


On August 15, 1991, Ms. Gail Armstrong of the Church 
of Scientology wrote to the FBI, enclosed several booklets, and 
raqueatad that they be placed in FBI files, indexed, and sent 
te all future Freedom of Information Act requesters. On 
September 3, 1991, Mr. O’Brien of the FOIPA Section of IMD 
denied Ms. Armstrong’s request. 


Your letter claims the FBI “has accumulated a 
repository of unifermly untrue, unverified and irrelevant 
information rife with innuendo and rumor"; concludes the FBI 
Nhas routinely disseminated inaccurate and derogatory information 
concerning the Scizntology religion"; and seeks to "ensure that 
the FBI possesses timely, accurate, and complete information 
concerning Scientology" by accepting booklets from the Church 
of Scientology and then disseminating them in response to 
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Reverend Heber Cc. Jentzsch 


“inquiries from domestic and foreign authorities." 


Your claims and requests stem from a misunder- 
standing of the role of the FBI and the specific laws and 
regulations which guide our record keeping practices. 


The FBI is required to document agency operations, 
policy, and transactions, and to maintain records acquired or 
created in the course of conducting agency operations. The 
documents about the Church of Scientology were compiled and 
maintained for legitimate criminal investigative and/or 
administrative purposes. This determination has been the 
subject of civil litigation and Federal courts have affirmed the 
FBI's position. 


The FBI is not an information center to answer general 
questions about your organization or other organizations. It is 
not a means for groups and organizations to provide information 
about themselves to domestic and foreign law enforcement 
authorities who seek information from the FBI. 


I have reviewed Mr. O'Brien's actions in this matter 
and am in complete agreement with them. A further explanation 
of the FBI's position in this regard was provided by Joseph R. 
Davis, Assistant Director - Legal Counsel, in his letter to you 
dated June 5, 1991.
